"WHAT MAKES AN UNUSUAL 
EXPERIENCE?" 



The shepherd apparently is sitting quietly on a 
rock. Nearby are his flocks grazing. The man has 
just finished a lunch of bread and cheese. He is 
reclining and seems a very peaceful person, but he 
is saying something to himself: "I'm sick and tired 
of watching sheep day in and day out. At night 
I have to count sheep to go to sleep. I need a bit 
of adventure. Something exciting. I must get away 
from it all. Tomorrow morning I shall inform my 
boss that I am quitting. I want a taste of the un- 
usual. Things are too boring here." 

A young lad from the city is sitting quietly on 
a packing case. His eyes gaze upon the many 
large ships that are entering and leaving the har- 
bor. He has a good home, a loving mother- and 
father, and three substantial meals a day. In ad- 
dition his parents just bought him a new soft bed. 
He longs to be on one of those ships. The wind is 
hitting against the sails. Where are they going? 
One is headed for China. The other for India. 
Perhaps they need a'cabin boy. What is he saying 
to himself?; "I want some adventure. The city is 
too tame. Dad knows Captain Bartholomew of the 
good Ship LIGHT SAIL. I will ask dad to speak 
to the captain. Life is too tame here. Nothing 
happens. I want adventure." 

And so it has been for centuries. The call for 
adventure is the signal to. go and search for the 
unusual. Ulysses probably was based on a real 
man who searched and searched for adventure. 
We all know of Marco Polo. Columbus took a 
chance and crossed the ocean. Perhaps many of 
us, including myself, long to be among the first 
passengers to go on the first spaceship headed 
for Mars or the Moon. 

There is an old saying about, "The grass is 
always greener in the other fellow's pasture." The 
person who wants that bit of unusual adventure 
is not satisfied with what he has. He looks far 
far away and somehow imagines he would tike 
to be in a jungle searching for a lost mine: You 
don't have to go to a jungle. If you watch a man 



cleaning a window on the thirty-sixth floor of a 
large building, you feel his work is dangerous. 
Now this is important to understand what best can 
be called, "The Psychology of the Unusual." 
Most of the time the unusual experience has con- 
nected with it the element of danger. 

Yet if you interview this man, you might dis- 
cover his work to him is just ordinary. He wears 
a safety belt. He hooks on to a safety catch. Some 
places have windows that can be reversed. He 
can thus clean the outside of the window from the 
inside You on the other side of that green pasture 
think his work is dangerous. He just accepts it as 
ordinary. 

Next time they erect a large building in your 
city, watch the men who climb up high and fix 
the steel framework into place. Ask them if they 
consider their work dangerous. You may be "sur- 
prised to learn they accept it as just ordinary. 
One summer we met a man who organized safaris 
in Africa. He spent two weeks at our hotel. Every- 
body-except the man himself-th ought how unusual, 
how dangerous, how exciting, his work must be- 
He had spent more than thirty years in this "Bus- 
iness." He explained carefully how detailed his 
work was; how many ordinary things had to be 
taken care of, and the last thing in the world 
that he wanted was danger! 

It is possible to have an unusual experience 
without the element of danger. In its place you 
may find the element of the mysterious, the 
strange, the bothering factor, of the perplexing 
angle. Let me illustrate by something that may 
have happened to you: There are people who 
believe that most of us have a "double" some 
where in this world. Actually, all this means is 
that somebody may resemble you-more or less. If 
they resemble you very much, then a lot of things 
can happen. • 

I once interviewed a man who went to jail be- 
cause some place there was a "double" of his and 



the two became mixed up in the mind of witnesses. 
The man I refer to is Mr. Cambell, who died a 
number of years ago. He was pardoned and the 
state passed a bill giving him a large sum of money 
to recompense him for the years he had unjustly 
spent behind bars. I did a big feature on this case 
and often have wondered what happens when 
people think somebody else is you. And finally il 
happened to me. 

I was stopped in the street and asked how Mrs. 
Carews and the children were. I informed the 
person I wasn't Mr. Carews. It was no gag! You 
should have seen the look of amazement on the 
face of this person. He left in a hurry. A month 
later, an acquaintance scolded me for being 
"snobbish." I had passed him by while walking 
on the main street. Getting the time and date, I 
informed my acquaintance I had been away in 
the country. Then I remembered the Carews in- 
cident. About half a dozen times this has been 
repeated. I haven't met Mr. Carews. Wonder if 
we really look alike? 

Most of us enjoy reading about some very un- 
usual experience that happened to another person. 
We get so interested in the story that we begin to 
picture ourselves as the person involved. To a 
certain extent we "switch" identities with the hero. 
He is trapped in a coal mine. The air supply is 
running low. Suddenly we become conscious of 
our own heart beat. In fact, beads of perspiration 
be?in to form on ihe forehead of the reader. 
Whether the unusual experience be one of fact 
or fiction matters very little. The most important 
factor is this "switching" of identities. 

We all love adventure. Yet most of us realize 
that we must continue to live our lives without 
ever fighting an octopus below the sea: climbing 
the highest mountain in Asia; or hurrying to get 
the dynamite to blast a log jam. The most that 
we can hope to have is "vicarious adventure." So 
we listen to the radio, watch the television show, 
read a book or magazine, or go to the local 
movies. 

Of course, sometimes the unusual will happen 
to the ordinary man or woman. An old man 
rushes up to you and thrusts an envelope into 
your hand. At the same time he hands you a hun- 
dred dollar bill. "Get this to the DA at once," is 
all he says before he vanishes. 

Or a child is drowning. Shouting for help. Sure, 
as a human being you want to go and save that 
child. There is only one big trouble. You can't 
swim! Then you see a rope on the rock. One 
chance in a million. You fling one section of that 
rope out to the boy who grabs it. You save the 
child. A newspaper reporter happens to be present. 
It makes the headlines and you get a medal. 



For the past three months you have been taking 
a course in Judo. It is late at night. A holdup man 
shoves a gun into your ribs and demands your 
money. Your common sense tells you not to argue 
with a gun. You slip and before you know it you 
have tried the judo hold. You are just as surprised 
as the holdup man. Later the police tell you the 
news. He used a toy pistol. 

Needless to say, every time you go to a party 
you tell the story of your unusual adventure. 
Repetition makes it better each time. Unless you 
are very careful, you begin to add a little coloring 
her and there. I listened to the story of a man 
who "helped" to capture a Hon that escaped from 
a circus. "His story gets better and better each 
time," his wife informed me. "If he keeps it up, 
maybe he'll end up by thinking he was the lion." 

If your unusual experience gets into the news- 
paper then you will want to keep a scrapbook. 
Sometimes the unusual experience is the fact that 
you didn't have it. Does this seem strange? A 
friend of mine missed a train. He was so mad as 
he watched it depart from the station that he 
almost felt like running after it. But that very 
train was smashed and derailed by a landslide. 
You could properly say that the unusual exper- 
ience was the one the people on the train had. Yet, 
my friend had the unusual experience because the 
only reason he is alive, is the fact he missed that 
train. 

Sometimes the person may not realize that they 
have had any unusual experience. I once inter- 
viewed an old timer who lived in the Wild West. 
■ He started as a peddler and sold his products in 
the little settlements of the Wild West. He met all 
kinds of people. Yet he never had any trouble. He 
never carried a GUN! I thought this most unusual 
and couldn't get him to see it at all. He was a 
friend of Buffalo Bill and other tamous westerners. 

I once did a column on "Unusual True Exper- 
iences" for a magazine. I am almost convinced 
that anything might happen to anybody. Most of 
these experiences were connected with incidents in 
which death or serious injury could have been the 
outcome. The people concerned were glad they 
had escaped alive. But to do it again? Not for a 
million I 

There is nothing better than a nice peaceful 
life. If you want adventure, get it by reading or 
listening. So you'll never meet a cannibal? Believe 
me, it is much beter not to meet one. Or you'll 
never dangle by your feet from the forty-fifth 
story of a building? Believe me, it is much better 
to walk upright. I say all this only because I have 
had my shares of unusual adventures.
